Capt. Baldwin Announces Trial Trips 
of Dirigible Airship for Govern- 
ment About July 16. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
YORK, June 2%.—Capt. T. A. 
Baldwin announced that the trial trips 
of his new dirigible balloon, the first 
to be built for the government will be 
made at Fort Myer, Wash. about 
July 15. 

The balloon is completed except for a 
few finishing touches, said Capt, Bald- 
win, and will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington next week. 

It has taken about four months to 
bufld the balloon. It was ordered for 
the Signal Corps department of the 
ariny, and will make several trips dur- 
Ing the test under direction of Brig.-

The two balloons obtained 
from Capt. Baldwin by the vern- 
ment will be delivered in Washington 
about the same time. The dirigible 
balioon ts made of new vul -proof 
material, which is seve times 
stronger than the Japapese oil! silk 
commonly used. It is made of a thick- 
ness of seven coats of ru and two 
thicknesses of silk. 

“It is the first made in this country 
of this material,” said Capt. Baldwin, 
“and I am certain of its great advan- 
the other.”
